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COUNCIL workmen sparked out¬ 
rage when the household possessions 
of a dead war veteran were smashed 
to pieces in the street. 

Disgusted neighbours labelled Harlow 
Council insensitive in the extreme after furni¬ 


ture, fittings and appliances were removed 
from the home of 94-year-old widower Harry 
Howe and destroyed outside. 

The wreckage was then loaded onto the 
back of a truck and driven away to be 
dumped. 

Mr Howe, a former Japanese prisoner of 
war who lost his wife and son in 1991, had 
lived in his house in The Hides for 53 years 
before his death last month. 


Family members had removed important 
family heirlooms such as photographs and 
documents while other items had been 
offered to charities. But there was no time to 
arrange for collection before the council took 
back the keys and sent in workmen to clear 
the property. 

Neighbours Jean and John Alderson, who

Payout spurs Lubbock 
dad's fight for justice 



THE father of Stuart Lubbock, 
whose body was found floating in 
the swimming pool at the home of 
entertainer Michael Barrymore 
more than six years ago, has been 
awarded £6,800 in compensation. 
Terry Lubbock, of Great Brays, 
Harlow, learned on Tuesday he will 
receive £5,500 in compensation for 
the injuries which led to Stuart’s 
death and a further £1,300 for 
funeral costs. 

The money will be paid by the 
Criminal Injuries Compensation 
Authority. 

This week Mr Lubbock (63) told the 
Star: “The money is insignificant. 
What is really important is that this 
award of compensation confirms 
that Stuart suffered serious sexual 
injuries which led to his death. 

“It’s taken nearly seven years for 
them to confirm that but at least we 
have got there. This gives me the 
ammunition I need to push like hell 
for a new inquest.” 

Despite a lengthy police 
investigation, no charges have been 
brought in connection with Stuart’s 
death.

Theatre overspend probed 


THE head of community services 
at Harlow Council has been criti¬ 
cised for failing to control the 
budget of The Playhouse. 

A report presented yesterday 
(Wednesday) by Lynn Seward to 
the council’s audit and improve¬ 
ment committee attempted to 
account for the £70,000 over¬ 
spend for 2006/07.

HARLOW Council is facing a 
budget overspend of £1.8m. 

Just a month after town hall 
chiefs celebrated news that the 
council was rated as one of the 
country’s fastest-improving local 
authorities, it has been revealed 
it will have to plunder its 
reserves to balance the books. 
Joint council leaders Tony 
Durcan (Labour) and Chris 
Millington (Liberal Democrat) 
are due to face a grilling by the 
council’s policy and resources 
committee tonight (Thursday) 
as to why costs have spiralled 
from £15.7m to £17.5m. 

The situation, which will see the 
council’s reserves slashed to just 
over £1.8m, could mean further 
cuts to council services next 
year. 

The figures, contained in a 
report to councillors by finance 
chiefs, already assume the early 
closure of Harlow Pool. Had 
councillors voted on Tuesday to 
keep this open, the overspend 
would have been higher still. 

The drastic situation is despite 
some unexpected windfalls for 
the council this year, including 
reductions in council tax benefit 
costs, reduced business rates for 
the Civic Centre and increased 
income from shop rents and the 
Water Gardens car park. 

But staffing and running costs 
in some departments have risen, 
increasing costs by hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. The 
council has also lost out on 
grant funding and has been hit 
by higher costs for 
concessionary public transport.

MP urges debate to counter extremists 


A WARNING about the danger of universi¬ 
ties turning into “breeding grounds” for 
Islamic extremists has been delivered on 
behalf of the Government by Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell. 

Mr Rammell, speaking in his position as 
higher education minister, has called on lec¬ 
turers to encourage debate on controversial 
topics to challenge those with radical beliefs 
and prevent them going underground. 

He made his comments in a speech to the 
Fabian Society, a left wing think tank, last 
Tuesday. 

The speech was seen as a change of stance 
by the Government which faced criticism 
from teaching unions last year after issuing 
what were seen as tough guidelines demand¬ 
ing universities clamp down on students with 
such views. 

The new direction was welcomed by the 
University and College Union. General sec¬ 
retary Sally Hunt said: “Our members have 


always been willing to have the debate and 
we are very pleased the Government has now 
recognised debate, not issuing diktats, is the 
way forward. 

“Those of us who cherish academic free¬ 
dom are already aware of the need to use it 
responsibly and within the law. However stu¬ 
dents and academics must never stop, nor be 
prohibited from, challenging orthodoxies.” 

Mr Rammell told the Star his speech was 
wide-ranging and addressed broader issues 
of freedom of speech. This included his sup¬ 
port for the Oxford Union debating society 
which was criticised for inviting British 
National Party chairman Nick Griffin and 
Holocaust denier David Irving to a debate. 

“Although I personally would not have 
invited them to such an event I am not in 
favour of bans,” said Mr Rammell, “ I think 
the best way we tackle the views of the BNP 
and other such groups is by robust argu¬ 
ment.”

Council pulls 
plug on pool

CALLS have been made for 
the chairwoman of Harlow 
CounciPs environment and 
community committee to 
resign over the closure of 
the town’s swimming pool. 

Committee members voted in 
favour of axing the 46-year-old 
building and selling the site for 
housing at a packed meeting on 
Tuesday, rubber-stamping a rec¬ 
ommendation made by officers. 

During a lengthy and ill-tempered 
debate, councillors discussed various 
options including demanding another 
report from officers into how the 
building could be patched up tem¬ 
porarily at minimal expense. 

But they eventually heeded the 
safety warnings and followed recom¬ 
mendations that the pool should close 
because of health and safety issues. 
Repairs to the building would cost 
almost £ 3 /4m. 

As more than 60 pool users and 
staff listened from the public gallery 
Conservative councillor Tony Hall, 
even warned future corporate 
manslaughter legislation could “land 
the whole committee in the dock” if 
the pool re-opened and something 
went wrong. 

Property and facilities manager 
Joe McGill opened the meeting with 
a detailed presentation of the faults. 
But questions from the public includ¬ 
ed accusations that the problems 
raised were a smokescreen to save 
operating costs and a cynical ploy to 


lose the jobs of 30 staff. 

As councillors took up the debate 
there was anger among many who felt 
they had been forced into a position 
of closing the pool. 

Mike Danvers (Labour) said the 
public were rightly suspicious, 
adding: “The amount of money 
seems astronomical but when it’s bro¬ 
ken down the main thing is the roof. 

“Some of these other things are 
coincidental; they haven’t mattered 
before but they’ve suddenly been 
thrown into the melting pot.” 

Jean Clark (Labour) agreed. 
“They’ve lumped it all in together to 
come up with an impossible sum. 
We’ve been concerned about disabled 
access since the ’80s but is that a rea¬ 
son to close down the entire building 
now?” 

Things turned even more heated 
when Mr Hall led Tory calls for the 
resignation of chairwoman Eleanor 
Macy (Liberal Democrat) and con¬ 
demned her refusal to apologise for 
the fiasco. Both he and Mrs Clark 


said they would say sorry on behalf 
of the council if she would not. 

“The pool is not the only service 
under her jurisdiction to have hit the 
headlines for all the wrong reasons,” 
he complained, adding the environ¬ 
ment and community committee had 
become “not so much E&C as A&E”. 

“Does the chairman not realise the 
burden of responsibility that goes 
with occupying that chair? It’s not 
enough for her to say she didn’t 
know; she should have known and 
she should have ensured steps were 
taken to remedy the faults.” 

In approving the closure, the com¬ 
mittee also passed opposition amend¬ 
ments demanding officers investigate 
striking an agreement with another 
pool to provide swimming for resi¬ 
dents at the same cost and establish¬ 
ing a working party to investigate the 
chain of events leading to the closure. 

It is estimated it will take nine 
months to dispose of the disused pool 
site at a cost to taxpayers of around 
£60,000. 


Drivers stuck in 
m-way tailback 

DRIVERS were stuck in miles of station¬ 
ary traffic after a crash closed the Mil for 
two hours on Monday 

A car transporter and a lorry were 
involved in a collision at around 6.30pm 
on the northbound carriageway of the 
motorway between Harlow and Stortford. 

One driver was trapped in the wreckage 
of his cab and had to be freed by firefight¬ 
ers using specialist cutting gear. 

They worked for an hour to release him. 
He was taken to Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital for treatment to a knee 
injury. 

The other driver was checked over by 
paramedics at the roadside but did not need 
hospital treatment. 

All three lanes of the Mil were closed 
from 7.15pm, with one reopening soon 
after 9pm and the other two by 9.20pm. 
Diversions via the A120 were in place.

Residents frightened by spate of airgun shootings 



RESIDENTS of a Harlow street are in 
fear after an airgun was fired at a house 
sending lethal shards of glass and 
shrapnel hurtling across a bedroom. 

People living in Hawkenbury say 
several street lights have also been shot 
and one homeowner has received a let¬ 
ter warning him his cats will be shot 
dead if they are seen wandering in other 
people’s gardens. 

Now they are worried the culprit 
responsible for the attacks could strike 
again with potentially fatal conse¬ 
quences if not stopped. 

Suzanne Taylor (36) was putting her 


children to bed at 7.40pm on Thursday 
when an airgun pellet was fired at the 
house and smashed through a window. 

She had just walked out of the bed¬ 
room when the pellet came through the 


window. “I just feel sick,” she said. 
“There was a horrendous bang and I 
thought something had fallen off the 
wall but if you look now you can see 
where something has shot through.” 

Her husband Nick (40) said the shot 
could have caused serious injuries, 
adding: “Fragments were embedded in 
the television screen on the other wall. 
That was the impact of it.” 

Police are investigating the shooting 
and believe the pellet which hit the 
house was intended for a street lamp. 

Neighbours believe the culprit could 
be the same person who has blasted 


half-a-dozen of the lights and sent resi¬ 
dent Peter Spencer (43) a letter threat¬ 
ening the lives of his cats six months 
ago. 

Sue Colley (46) said: “Now this has 
happened with the window it makes 
you frightened.” 

Her husband Steve, who has held a 
firearms certificate for 20 years, 
believes the culprit is using a high pow¬ 
ered air rifle. “We all have children so 
it is worrying somebody is taking pot 
shots at people’s houses,” he added

A NEWLYWED couple’s big day 
ended in disaster when the coach they 
hired to pick up guests from their 
wedding reception failed to turn up. 

More than 100 people were left waiting in 
the cold, forcing the bride and groom to fork 
out £650 in taxi fares. 

Brett and Katy Rounce hired Harlow firm 
Olympian Coaches to take their guests from their 
reception at the Barn Theatre in Little Easton to 
the Stansted Manor Hotel on Saturday. 

But the couple, from Bishop’s Stortford, said 
their wedding day was ruined by the company 
which blamed the no-show on a delay at a previ¬ 
ous job. 

“It was a disastrous end to our big day,” said 
Mr Rounce. “We had booked the coach weeks in 
advance and had even checked everything was 
set just days before the wedding. 

“I hadn’t envisaged that I’d be standing outside 
trying to book taxis after midnight on my wed¬ 
ding day. We eventually left at around 2.30am but 
some of our guests were still there over an hour 
later. 

“It was devastating, it ruined what had been 
such a wonderful day.” 

The coach firm, based in River Way, said it 
was investigating 
the incident and 
had reimbursed 
the couple the cost 
of the vehicle and 
the taxi fares. 

“The driver did 
try to contact the 
customer to make 
him aware of the 
situation but was 
not able to get 
through,” said a 
spokesman 

“We take full 
responsibility for 
the incident and 
have given a full 
refund to the cus¬ 
tomer plus any 
expenses he in¬ 
curred as a result.”

Cost of rail travel set to soar 


RAIL passengers travelling 
on the line through Harlow, 
Sawbridgeworth and Roydon 
are to be hit in the pocket after 
it was revealed that fares will 
soar in the New Year. 

From January the cost of 
tickets will go up by between 
4.8 and 6.8 per cent. 

The increases will see a 
single peak-time ticket from 
Harlow Town to Liverpool 
Street rise from £8.90 to 
£9.33. 


The price rises, which 
apply across the One network, 
come alongside similar revi¬ 
sions by all the UK’s train 
operators. 

While One’s increases on 
main commuter fares, includ¬ 
ing season tickets, are in line 
with the average rise, its infla¬ 
tion-busting hike on unregu¬ 
lated journeys, such as cheap 
day returns, is 1.4 per cent 
above average. 

The increases have been 


defended by the Association 
of Train Operating Comp¬ 
anies which says the money 
will be ploughed back into the 
rail network. 

Director general George 
Muir said: “We need the rev¬ 
enue from fares to pay for 
investment in the railway for 
the benefits of passengers. 

“We are providing a higher¬ 
performing railway with new, 
refurbished and more punctu¬ 
al trains and better stations.” 
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Jail threat hangs over burglar with criminal record 


A BURGLAR has been warned 
to expect a long stretch behind 
bars if he is caught again. 

Mark Rhead (19) was told 
that because of his previous con¬ 
victions he would fall in to the 
“three strikes” category and face 
a minimum sentence of three 
years. 


Rhead, of Northbrooks, Har¬ 
low, admitted a charge of 
attempted burglary when he 
appeared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court last Wednesday. 

The court heard that on 
August 2 he tried to enter a 
house at Church Leys, Harlow, 
through an upstairs window but 


eventually jumped down and 
walked away. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
told him: “This was a half-heart¬ 
ed burglary. The impression I 
have is that you committed the 
attempt out of bravado or 
machismo when your friends 
were watching you.” 


Rhead was sentenced to nine 
months in a young offenders 
institution which was suspended 
for two years and placed under 
the supervision of a probation 
officer for 18 months. 

He was also banned from 
licensed premises for three 
months.

Radio presenter's onslaught leaves 
former solicitor feeling intimidated 



TONY Bennett’s action 
against the McCanns was 
the centre of an 
astonishing exchange on 
national radio on Sunday 
when he clashed angrily 
with presenter James 
Whale. 

The telephone interview 
on TalkSport descended 
into farce as Mr Bennett 
was confronted with a 
barrage of abuse from the 
self-styled ‘shock-jock’. 

As the solicitor attempted 
to answer questions, Mr 
Whale interjected with 
comments including “Go 
away and grow up” and 
“You’re an idiot”. He then 
said he “presumed” Mr 
Bennett had no family. 
When Mr Bennett replied 
that he did, the presenter 
became increasingly 
hysterical, exclaiming: “I 
cannot speak to you any 
more. You are making my 
stomach churn! 

“To do this to people who 


are in this position is the 
most despicable and 
disgusting thing I’ve ever 
heard.” 

Speaking later, Mr 
Bennett told the Star he 
had felt intimidated by 
the presenter and 
disappointed at his bias. 
“I just about managed to 
get a couple of key points 
in but I couldn’t really 


elaborate on any of them. 
He just kept interrupting 
me with insults and 
arrogance. 

“When he accused me of 
being rude to him it was 
almost comical because 
there was no rudeness on 
my part at all. 

“I was just trying to make 
my points in the face of 
his abuse.”

THE father of Stuart Lubbock has 
spoken of his embarrassment after 
the man who spearheaded his cam¬ 
paign for justice tried to instigate 
legal action against the parents of 
missing girl Madeleine McCann. 

Terry Lubbock, whose son died after a 
party at the Roydon home of Michael 
Barrymore in 2001, has sought to dis¬ 
tance himself from the actions of his for¬ 
mer solicitor, Tony Bennett. 

As previously reported in the Star , Mr 
Bennett, of Chippingfield, Old Harlow, com¬ 
piled a dossier of evidence in an attempt to 
persuade Loughborough magistrates to insti¬ 
gate proceedings against Kate and Gerry 
McCann for child neglect. 

Mr Bennett’s application was turned down 
by the court but Mr Lubbock, who worked 
closely with Mr Bennett in his fight to get 
police to reopen the investigation into his 
son’s death, said he had written to the 
McCanns offering them his “100 per cent 
backing”. 

Mr Lubbock, of Great Brays, Harlow, and 
Mr Bennett worked together in running The 
Lubbock Trust, a campaign group set up in 
Stuart’s memory. However, the group disinte¬ 
grated earlier this year amid bitter rows over 
the proceeds of the book about their cam¬ 
paign. 

Mr Lubbock, who said he could draw com¬ 
parisons between the McCanns’ experience 
and his own, received a brief reply of thanks 
from Mr McCann. 

This week Mr Lubbock told the Star : “I 
don’t want to get into a slanging match with 
Tony Bennett but he really has gone a step 
too far this time. 

“I want to draw a line between us. He has 


gone completely his own way since we part¬ 
ed company in August and I want nothing to 
do with it. I think his motives are question¬ 
able.” 

Mr Bennett declined to comment on Mr 
Lubbock’s remarks but insisted his latest 
campaign would continue. 


“I have written to all supporters and we’re 
looking at holding a meeting in January,” he 
said. “This will be either to pursue the ques¬ 
tion of a prosecution or to look at a wider 
campaign to tighten up the law on child neg¬ 
lect to ensure young children are not left 
alone.”

HARLOW Council has been 
forced to defend itself after the 
town’s civic society slated the town 
centre. 

The flyer, entitled Welcome To 
Harlow, is set out as a spoof tourist 
trail and describes The High as 
“unkempt and uncared for”. 

It also highlights graffiti on 
Adams House, the bus station’s 


“rusty, dirty single broken-down 
excuse for a shelter” and “disgust¬ 
ing piles of rubbish” in The Rows 
and Kitson Way, as well as outdat¬ 
ed road and pathway signs. 

It also accuses the council of 
showing little interest in encourag¬ 
ing visitors to the town and criti¬ 
cises the lack of a tourist informa¬ 
tion centre. 


Harlow Civic Society member 
Ron Bill, who designed the leaflet, 
told the Star. “The idea of this is to 
point out that while the council 
might do a lot of good things, it is 
also guilty of some appalling neg¬ 
lect. 

“What must go through the 
minds of people visiting the town 
centre for the first time doesn’t 


bear thinking about, although if 
the council had any interest in vis¬ 
itors it wouldn’t have done away 
with the tourist information we 
used to have at the Advice Centre.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman 
said corrections to signs and 
repairs to the bus shelter would be 
carried out soon and the council 
was addressing the issue of busi¬ 


nesses dumping rubbish, but that 
the graffiti on Adams House was 
the responsibility of its owners. 

“There are areas of the town 
which we know need improving 
and we are working with other 
organisations to regenerate the 
town and make it an attractive 
place people want to visit,” he 
said. 


Dancer hospitalised 
by hair dye reaction 




“Later on I asked one of my 
neighbours if she had seen it 
and she just burst into tears.”

A TEENAGER fears she has been 
left scarred for life after suffering a 
serious allergic reaction to a hair dye. 

Candice Firth (18), of Tilbury Mead, 
Harlow, was put on a high-dependency 
ward at Princess Alexandra Hospital after 
her face and neck swelled to the point 
where doctors feared her windpipe would 
be constricted. 

Miss Firth, a dancer at town centre club Fat 
Sam’s, noticed something was wrong as she 
started work on Thursday evening, a day 
after using the L’Oreal dye she had bought 
at Superdrug in the Harvey Centre. 

When anti-histamine tablets failed to 
reduce the swelling she went to hospital 
where she was kept in for three days and 
given a combination of steroids, antibi¬ 
otics and allergy tablets. 

Although the swelling has now subsided 
she has been told by doctors the pigment in 
the affected skin is permanently damaged 
and will never fully recover. “I couldn’t believe 
what had happened 
to me,” she told the 
Star. “I’ve always 
used L’Oreal hair 
dyes in the past and 
have never had a 
problem before so I 
didn’t think I needed 
to test it on my skin 
first. 

“I’ve often used 
peroxide as well 
which is much 
stronger than dye, so 
I couldn’t believe 
that my face had 
blown up so much 
after using this. I 
can’t go back to 
work at the moment 
- it’s been a bit of a 
nightmare really.” 

A spokeswoman 
from L’Oreal said it 
was committed to 
ensuring its products 
are safe and that cus¬ 
tomers can use them 
with confidence. 

“We were con¬ 
cerned to hear of 
Miss Firth’s distress¬ 
ing experience and 
we have been in 
touch to offer med¬ 
ical assistance and 
support to find out 
what caused her 
reaction,” she said. 

“Allergies to hair 
colorants are extre¬ 
mely rare but can 
occur for a very 
small number of 
people. That’s why 
it’s vital that people 
using hair colorants 
are informed of the 
risks and know the 
importance of carry¬ 
ing out a skin allergy 
test 48 hours before 
using the product.”

Football glories 

of a 'pin-up' boy

F ollowing our recent 
piece on Burnt Mill FC 
{The day my dad’s football 
exploded , November 22), 
Nostalgia was delighted to be 
contacted by Lew Cox, one of the 
players who appeared in our 
1953 picture. 

Mr Cox (75), pictured right in 1953, a 
former resident of Felmongers, now 
lives in Clacton-on-Sea but his 
memories of Harlow - not least its 
football scene - remain vivid. 
Described in the newspaper cartoon we 
reproduced as the team’s “pin-up boy 
centre-half” and a “staunch believer in 
mud treatment for the hair”, Mr Cox 
played for Burnt Mill for 25 years, joining 
at the age 13 and leaving just before the 
club folded in the early 1970s. 

He explained that although the team was 
considered one of the best in the area - 
second only to Harlow Town - it was a 
victim of the bustling factory teams circuit 
and got to the stage where it could no 
longer assemble a side. 

“Of course, we started off as a village side 
playing in The Dashes before the homes 
were built,” he said. “Come the 1950s, we 
started getting the New Town people 
coming in and we got a choice of better 
players. We became a very, very good side 


and won practically everything! 

“Bill Fisher, who was our club secretary 
and was also at one time chairman of 
Harlow Council, was instrumental in 
setting up the Harlow Football League. But 
the other teams were so weak in 
comparison that there was no competition 
for us and we ended playing in the 
Bishop’s Stortford league again. 

“However, over time the standard went 
down. We lost six or seven good players 
and we just couldn’t get a team together. A 
lot of the players went off to factory teams 
or Harlow Town. I was 38 by then, so I 
packed up playing.” 

Mr Cox provided Nostalgia with accurate 
identities for the men in the picture, 
correcting some omissions and errors in 
our previous caption. The two unidentified 
men standing at the back left were Harry 
Pavett and possibly a man called Marshall 
who lived in The Drive, while fourth from 
the left was Derek Hale of Freshwaters. 
Also, the person we identified as Nobby 
Reed was actually his brother Guy Reed. 
Mr Cox also revealed his other claim to 
Harlow fame, as one of the men behind 
Burnt Mill Snooker Club. “When they 
built the New Town, our old village club 
was taken off us by the corporation 
because it was in the way of the station,” 
he said. “They gave us instead this old 
Women’s Institute place that was in a poor 
state. 

“My brother-in-law was a carpenter and I 
was a decorator, so we did out the whole 
place for nothing - put the ceiling in and 
everything. I also gave them two snooker 
tables which, as far as I know, are still 
there.”

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Scheme aims 
to give a new 
lease of life to 
empty homes 

HUNDREDS of empty 
homes in Harlow and 
Epping could be put back in 
to use after council chiefs 
signed up to a new scheme. 
Harlow and Epping Forest 
councils, along with 
authorities in Chelmsford, 
Uttlesford and East Herts 
and housing associations 
Swan and Pathmeads have 
teamed up to promote the 
availability of Government 
funding for private homes 
which have lain empty for 
more than six months and 
require renovation. 

Grants are available to the 
property owners on 
condition they agree to 
lease the property to a 
housing association for a 
minimum of three years. 

The programme, called 
Place, coincides with the 
Empty Homes National 
Week Of Action. 

Mark Wilkinson, chairman 
of Harlow Council’s 
housing committee, said: 
“Empty homes can be a 
burden on owners and a 
cause of concern for local 
residents as they can attract 
anti-social behaviour 
activities. 

“Harlow is an area of high 
housing demand so this 
project offers a unique and 
exciting opportunity to turn 
these wasted properties into 
much-needed homes for 
local people.” 


Boy in court for firing 
airgun at 16 -year-old

A TEENAGER hit in 
the leg by a pellet fired 
from an airgun is still 
suffering flashbacks, a 
court heard. 

The boy who fired the 
weapon had bought it from 
an internet website. 

The defendant, who was 14 
at the time of the incident but 
is now 15 and cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
admitted charges of unlawful 
wounding and possessing a 
firearm at the hearing. 

He was placed on probation 
for 18 months on the condition 
he attends behavioural work¬ 
shops and was also made the 
subject of a two-month curfew 
order. 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecut¬ 
ing at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, said the 16-year-old 
victim was walking his dog 
around Peartree Mead, Harlow, 
at 7pm on January 4 when he 
saw a group of youths. Among 
them was the defendant stand¬ 
ing by a tree with what looked 
like an air rifle in his hand. 

As the victim walked past 
he heard a noise and felt a 
stinging pain in his leg. He 
dropped the dog lead and bent 
over in pain. 

Miss Gardiner said he man¬ 


aged to walk to the Royal 
British Legion club where he 
noticed his leg was bleeding 
from the thigh. He felt sick and 
woozy and was taken to hospi¬ 
tal where he had an operation 
to remove the pellet. 

The defendant was arrested 
and when interviewed by police 
said he used the weapon to 
shoot at trees. 

He said he saw the victim 
walking his dog and spoke to 
him for a minute or two. When 
the youth walked away he 
aimed the rifle in his direction 
and fired. He said he was aim¬ 
ing in the dark and could not 
see exactly where he was. 

Miss Gardiner said memo¬ 
ries of the incident still caused 
the victim to scream out in his 
sleep. 

James Rouse, representing 
the defendant, said in mitiga¬ 
tion he had not been in trouble 
before and had been punished 
by his family. 

“It was an act of impulse 
and not pre-planned,” he 
added. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
David Turner told the boy: 
“This episode beggars belief in 
its stupidity and dangerous¬ 
ness. 

“I think you are immature 
rather than wicked. It was a 
piece of idiocy.”

Moral obligation to 
ensure pool's safety 


SIR, I was intrigued by councillor Eleanor 
Macy’s comment that Harlow Pool was 
“never intended to last” and that it was 
nearing the end of its life (Star, November 
29). 

That was most certainly not the line 
advocated by council officers and leisure 
consultants when Harlow Council was 
persuaded to waste a fortune on the infamous 
aquatubes in the 1980s. 

However, if councillor Macy is correct in her 
belief then by her own admission she has 
undermined the position of Harlow Council’s 
strategic director, Graham Branchett, who is 
reported to have stated that the council was 
not legally obliged to conduct regular 
maintenance. 

In light of councillor Macy’s opinion that the 
pool was at death’s door, one would have 
thought the council had a moral obligation, a 
duty of care and were legally bound by 
statutory requirements under health and 
safety legislation to ensure the pool’s 
continuing safety. 

Furthermore, a trawl of council minutes will 
reveal that the pool has been bedevilled with 
structural and maintenance problems for as 
long as I can remember. Therefore, one could 
argue that the council’s failure to institute 
regular inspections could be described, at 
best, as negligent. 

Given that the Gateway project (and with it 
the demolition of Harlow Pool) was agreed in 
principal some years back and that councillor 
Macy is quoted as having stated that the 
completion of the Gateway project had been 
subject to delay, one might wish to speculate 
that investment in the Harlow Pool had been 
wilfully withheld in the belief that the council 
would be throwing good money after bad. 

I note with interest that the pool’s demolition 
two years early will pave the way for the 
construction of 60 new (admittedly, much- 
needed) homes. The income generated from 
the marketing of this development will no

Full Cycle pedals on 
to a new beginning 



A DISGRUNTLED shopkeeper forced 
to quit Harlow town centre because of 
soaring rental costs is hoping for 
better luck after relocating to The 
Stow. 

Nick Jarman, pictured left , shut up shop at 
Pull Cycle, in West Gate, several months ago 
after spiralling overheads ate into his profit 
margin and threatened to put the store out of 
business for good. 

But he cut his losses and reluctantly relocated the 
bicycle shop to The Stow Service Bays to ensure it 
survives - but not before firing a parting shot at 
Harlow Council, which he claims is pushing up 
rental rates disproportionately. 

“I didn’t want to have to relocate but I had no 
alternative,” he told the Star. “My overheads were 
getting bigger and bigger and I was barely making 
a living anymore when I finally decided to pull out 
of the town centre.” 

He identified the council’s multi-million pound 
endorsement of The Water Gardens complex as 
another significant factor in the downward spiral of 
his old store, claiming it was pulling shoppers away 
from the Market Square end of the town. 

“My customer footfall had dropped dramatically 
after The Water Gardens was built, but the council 
still saw fit to bump up the rates, which nearly 
killed Full Cycle off. 

“When you’re in a position like I am - running a

small, independent business that has to compete 
with the likes of Halfords and the internet for trade 
- then the least you would expect is some sort of 
help from the local authority. 

Yet his enthusiasm for the business has not been 
tempered by his struggle and he now hopes for 
greater success in The Stow - although he will shift 
focus from sales to bike servicing and repairs. 

“In the past, I’ve had people come into the shop, try 
out the bikes on sale and ask for advice before 
going home and ordering one from an online store 
that could afford to offer lower prices. This time 
around, I’ve decided that I'd do better to 
concentrate on spares and servicing, although I will 
continue to sell some bikes.” 

The council said it was not responsible for setting 
rents in the town centre as shop units were privately 
owned, while business rates were set nationally and 
not in its direct control. 

“We try and help small retailers through the factors 
that are within our control,” said a spokesman. “We 
are working to regenerate the town to make it an 
attractive place that people want to visit. A Town 
Centre Strategy has been developed which outlines 
a clear vision and masterplan for the town centre. A 
Town Centre Partnership has been established to 
support regeneration activities such as 
environmental and enhancement improvements to 
the town centre.” 


Shoddy internet 
presence costs 
small firms dear 

A MULTI-million pound IT support 
package has been launched by a 
regional development organisation 
after research showed small firms 
are losing trade because of shoddy 
websites. 

A survey conducted on behalf of the 
East of England Development 
Agency revealed that more than one- 
third of people in the region have 
been put off dealing with local firms 
due to a negative IT experience. 

Poor quality websites were among 
the main culprits for turning off 
potential shoppers, while the 
research also uncovered that only 40 
per cent of small businesses even 
have a website, which - according to 
the EEDA - means firms could be 
losing millions in trade. 

In addition to the negative impact on 
sales opportunities, poor IT was 
found to have a sizeable effect on 
recruitment and retention of staff, 
with less than half of employees 
surveyed saying their internet 
connection met their needs and 44 
per cent saying inadequate IT 
prevents them from doing their job 
well. 

In light of the findings, the EEDA 
has now launched a £2.8m 
programme of IT support for firms 
in the region, offering practical and 
financial support measures over a 
three-year period. 

Peter-McCarthy Ward, director of the 
takelTon campaign, said he hoped 
the research would be a major wake- 
up call for businesses in the East of 
England. 

“In today’s digital age, businesses 
cannot afford to be without a decent 
website or IT,” he said. “It not only 
affects business growth through 
missed sales opportunities, but also 
has a massive impact on staff 
recruitment and retention. 

“The takelTon campaign will 
address the issues raised by 
providing businesses with a package 
of support measures that will help 
boost productivity and ensure their 
businesses are fit for the 21 st 
century.”

Cook's special recipe

W HEN thinking about 
the vital services 
offered by hospice 
staff, most of us might tend to 
focus on the amazing work 
carried out by nursing teams. 

But it’s all too easy to forget those 
working tirelessly behind the 
scenes to ensure the smooth day-to- 
day running of the centre itself - 
the unsung heroes who peel the 
spuds, cook the meals and clean the 
dishes. 

Without the energy, enthusiasm and 
cooking skills of Ed Firth, pictured 
right , patients at Hastingwood’s St 
Clare Hospice wouldn’t be treated to 
the bespoke, on-demand cookery 
service he so proudly champions. 

Ed’s kitchen is open from 9am-6pm 
daily and he will go out of his way to 
cater for the needs and wants of the 
hospice’s residents. 

Sourcing fresh produce from local 
butchers, farms and greengrocers, he 



patients the kind of service they 
deserve.” 

But the nature of his working 
environment begs the question: does he 
find it emotionally testing to witness 
the deterioration of patients as they 
near death? 

“I have to say it was difficult at first, 
but you gradually harden to it,” he 
reasoned. “It’s quite a personal role I 
have here as I get to meet all of our 
patients face-to-face and you do build 
up a rapport with them. 

“Some won’t have eaten for weeks, but 
they come in here and I’ll have them 
eating within a day or so.” 

So what is Ed’s message to those who 
are thinking about making a donation 
to this most worthy cause? 

“All I’d say is, get your wallet out! You 
can give your money to worse places - 
I think we all do a damn good job here, 
and not many people realise. 

“The natural thing to assume is that it’s 
a miserable place but it certainly isn’t. 
But we really do rely upon the 
community so we can carry on offering 
a level of service and care that hospitals 
simply can’t.” 


cooks on average 16,500 meals every 
year, either from a set menu devised by 
himself or according to the whims and 
dietary requirements of patients. But 
despite his heavy workload, you won’t 
hear Ed complaining. 

“It’s a lot of hard work but it’s all 
worthwhile,” he said. “Sometimes I 
don’t know what I’m going to be 
asked to serve up for dinner until 
the last moment, so you’ll often 
see me scrambling around 
the supermarket late at 
night finding 
ingredients!” 

With a wealth 
of 

experience 
working in 
the high- 
pressure kitchens 
of London 
restaurants, it’s a 
challenge Ed can 
readily meet. But what 
attracted him to the job in 
the first place? 

“To be honest, originally it was 
not having to work weekends or 
evenings! I’d been working for 
restaurants in London for 15 years and 
I was sick of doing it. This job came up 
and I thought I’d give it a go. Eight 


years later, I’m still here and still 
enjoying it. 

“I cook for the staff, day care and in¬ 
patients. Staff and day care choose 
from a set menu but the patients 
basically get free rein over what they 
choose - within reason!” 


As well as the cooking and 
washing-up - which Ed shares 
with Chris Haynes, his 
assistant who works 
evenings in the kitchen - 
he also has to wear his 
accountant’s hat from 
time to time, 
carefully 

managing the food 
budget. 

“I don’t normally have 
any problems as far the 
budget is concerned. 

Sometimes we do go a little over 
during Christmas-time, but we always 
manage to claw it all back in the 
intervening months. 

“Obviously, we are entirely reliant on 
donations from the public, so their 
support of the hospice is absolutely 
crucial in allowing us to offer the

Council Bin Survey - 
Waste and Recycling 


Harlow Council's waste contract expires in April 2009 and the Council is 
now considering how best to provide the new service through the next 
contract. The current service covers the emptying of wheelie bins in 
designated areas with a sack collection service for the rest of the town. 
Household refuse is picked up weekly with recycling collected fortnightly. 

To gather ideas about how the new contract may work, the Council will be 
assessing how each home in the town could store waste and recycling 
containers outside. 

Contractors will be looking at properties from the street to determine what 
waste and recycling containers would be suitable for each. Householders 
will not need to do anything as part of the exercise, and personnel doing this 
exercise will carry identification. This will inform the specification for the new 
contract. No decision has yet been taken about the new collection system 
but, by undertaking this survey the Council is carefully assessing the 
potential options for each individual property. 

The one Council service that impacts on every resident on a regular basis is 
waste and recycling collection. This topic is a significant issue for Authorities 
across the Country, and now regularly attracts nationwide publicity. 

No longer is it a simple matter of collecting rubbish once a week and 
depositing it in a landfill site. Authorities have to meet statutory recycling 
targets, and compete in league tables of performance. 

Dilemmas for Authorities include which materials to collect from the 
kerbside, which containers should be provided, what vehicles should be 
used and frequency of collections of different wastes. There is also the 
looming potential for massive Landfill Allowance Trading Scheme (LATS) 
fines for Authorities landfilling too much biodegradable waste. These fines 
could be many millions of pounds in future years for Essex. This is all in 
addition to how and where to dispose of the materials, including reuse and 
recycling outlets. 

The aim should be to reduce waste produced in the first place, then reuse 
materials where possible, followed by recycling, recovery of energy, and 
only finally disposal. To achieve high recycling, it is important to make this 
as easy for residents as possible. Key to this is the type of container 
provided, and the combination and frequency of collection of the different 
materials. This exercise aims to identify the best system for Harlow and its 
residents.

Working together for Harlow 


A HEROIN addict arrested for 
shoplifting escaped from Harlow 
Police Station by vaulting a wall. 

David Cockman made his dash for 
freedom while waiting outside the cus¬ 
tody holding area, Chelmsford Crown 
Court heard last Wednesday. 

He jumped on to the bonnet of a parked 
police car and then got on the roof of the 
building before leaping over the wall. 

However, his 30 minutes of freedom came 
to an abrupt end when he was found hiding 
in a supermarket car park and re-arrested. 

Cockman (26), of Heath Court, Hertford, 
admitted charges of theft and escaping from 
custody. He had also been committed for 
sentence for other offences of theft and han¬ 
dling stolen goods and for two breaches of a 


community order. 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecuting, said the 
incident happened on September 25 after 
police were called to the premises of TK 
Maxx in Harlow town centre where 
Cockman had been apprehended by security 
staff for stealing two handbags and 20 beau¬ 
ty sets worth a total of £312. 

Sasha Bailey, representing Cockman, said 
in mitigation he had been living a chaotic 
lifestyle and had been spending £60-£70 a 
day on drugs. 

She said he had been making efforts to 
free himself of drugs. 

Jailing Cockman for 15 months, Judge 
David Turner told him: “Escaping from cus¬ 
tody is a serious matter although I’m pre¬ 
pared to accept this was opportunist and not 
planned.”

HARLOW musicians and life¬ 
long friends Paul Howard and 
Jo Clack will be returning to the 
town when they put on a 
concert to celebrate their latest 
collaboration. 

Singer Paul and guitarist Jo, who 
met as pupils at St Mark's School, 
have been recording on and off for 
years but made their return to the 
musical arena with a 12-track CD 
Songs of Innocence and 
Experience. 

The work, which was recorded at The 
Square, features the poems of William 
Blake set to music. It took a year to 
complete and marks the 250th birthday 
of the London poet and painter. 

The CD is a snapshot of some of 
Blake's best work which has been 
brought into the 21st century. 

“We have played on and off together 
since school but we really got back 
together again making music for the 
Blake project, partly because we are 
interested in William Blake but also 
because it tied in with his 250th 
anniversary,” said Jo. 

“There are quite a lot of arty 
interpretations of his work so we 
wanted to record his poems as melodic 
songs to make his work more 
accessible.” 

“Blake would often sing his poems and 
he called many of his poems songs,” 
said Paul. “It is said he was singing on 
his deathbed in 1827 and it was with 
that in mind that we approached this

Their interpretations have won critical 
acclaim in art circles and they were 
even invited to perform at the Tate 
Gallery during anniversary exhibitions 
celebrating the life and work of Blake. 
Paul and Jo will be launching their CD 
at the concert at St John's ARC in Old 
Harlow on Saturday. Doors open at 
7.30pm and tickets costing £5 will be 
available on the door on the night.

TRANSFORMING bestselling 
fantasy novels into big-screen 
box office hits is not as easy as 
Peter Jackson made it seem 
with his peerless Lord Of The 
Rings trilogy. 

So fans of the works of Phillip 
Pullman could be forgiven for 
approaching this adaptation of the 
first of the author’s His Dark 
Materials novels with a sense of 
trepidation. 

Could director Chris Weitz - the man 
who brought us American Pie and 
About A Boy - really transfer his 
talents to a state-of-the-art, CGI- 
drenched children's fantasy? 

Sadly, the short answer is no. This

movie lacks the inspired direction 
and epic sensibility so acutely 
important to success in the genre. 
That said, there is an impressive 
debut by young starlet Dakota Blue 
Richards and several other 
powerhouse performances which 
come close to making up for Weitz's 
considerable technical shortcomings. 
Richards plays Lyra Belaqua, the 
precocious young heroine of the 
piece who lives among scholars in a 
parallel Oxford's Jordan College. Her 
dashing uncle, Lord Asriel (Daniel 
Craig), is too preoccupied with 
exploring the Arctic to look after her, 
yet their lives are inextricably linked 


and in perpetual danger. 

Both are stalked by members of the 
Magisterium, an enigmatic 
organisation with designs on world 
domination. When Lyra is given a 
magical golden compass by the 
Master of her college, the sinister yet 
charismatic Marisa Coulter (Nicole 
Kidman) takes in the young stray and 
tries to coax the instrument from her 
grasp. 

But when children begin mysteriously 
disappearing, Lyra escapes the 
clutches of her glamorous captor to 
journey to the far North and rescue 
her kidnapped peers. With the help 
of an unusual band of allies, 
including a strapping Texan aeronaut 
(Sam Elliot), a sympathetic witch 
queen (Eva Green) and an enormous 


armoured polar bear (voiced 
emphatically by Sir Ian McKellen), 
she is drawn into a desperate struggle 
to save her uncle and retain the 
mysterious compass. 

While the acting is for the most part 
fine and occasionally exemplary, it 
fails to mask the uneven technical 
execution, the often rather choppy 
visuals and a narrative lacking in the 
fluidity and coherence of Pullman’s 
masterpiece. 

With any plans for sequels apparently 
dependent on the takings of this 
somewhat diffident first effort, we 
may never get to see the dramatic 
climax of an exceptional morality 
fable that has been inexcusably let 
down by the myriad shortcomings of 
its director.

But his distaste for the season of 
goodwill comes from an unusual 
source — he is Santa Claus’s brother 
and spent his childhood growing up in 
the sizeable shadow of his saintly 
sibling. 

Brotherly love is hardly prevalent in 
their relationship but when down-at- 
heels repo man Fred runs up some 
hefty gambling debts and struggles to 
find the money to repay them he is 
forced to turn to his portly peer for 
help. 

Being a benevolent soul and ignoring 
the vehement objections of Mrs Claus, 
Santa (Paul Giamatti) decides to offer 
assistance but on one condition - Fred 
must travel to his North Pole 
workshop and pay off his debts with 
hard graft. 

But when Santa's enterprise is 
threatened with closure following an 
inspection by efficiency expert Clyde 
Northcutt (Kevin Spacey), the tables 
are turned. Can Fred shake off his 
envy and pull his finger out to help his 
brother? 

Although this would appear to be the 
latest in an interminably long line of 
inevitable Christmas cash-ins, it is at 
least an enjoyable and occasionally 
hilarious festive romp which sees 
Vaughn at his unsavoury, fast-talking 
best and should even put a seasonal 
smile on the lips of every small-town 
Scrooge among us.

TRANSFORMERS 

(DreamWorks, 12, retail & rental) 


Who could’ve guessed that after the laughable 
cultural train wreck that was Pearl Harbour , director 
Michael Bay could coax so much entertainment 
from another grinding crash of metal? 

Whatever his shortcomings as a film-maker, he has 
few equals when it comes to marshalling big dumb, 
jaw-dropping spectacle on a huge budget, making 
him the perfect choice to midwife this live action 
adaptation of the toy range that became a cult 
cartoon series. 


He starts as he means to go on, 
opening with a US military base in 
Qatar abruptly coming under 
devastating attack from the giant shape- 
shifting robots Blackout and Scorpion, which 
lay waste to the installation and hack into its 
database. 


Cut to the US and high school student Sam 
Witwicky (Shiva Labour) bags a cool if battered old 
car which turns out to be the benign but mute robot 
Bumblebee. 


He’s more interested in using his new ride to 
impress hot girlfriend Michaela (the appropriately 
named Megan Fox), but before they get a chance to 
find paradise by the dashboard light they’re caught 
in the middle of real life robot wars. 


It turns out the Qatar raid was merely an opening 
gambit by the evil Decepticons, here on Earth to 
track down their all-powerful leader Megatron, seek 
out the McGuffinesque talisman The Allspark and 
then wreak havoc on the universe. All that stands in 
their way is a small band of Autobots, led by the 
stoic Optimus Prime. 

But to hell with plot - you parted with your hard- 
earned to see big bad-ass robots slugging it out in 
the city streets like the Rumble In The Jungle 
transposed to a wrecker’s yard; Bay clearly knows it 
and serves up one clanging, pile-driving smackdown 
after another to slap a stupid grin all over my face 
for the bulk of the 144-minute running time. 

Tell the geeks who whine about Optimus Prime 
being given lips to go get a life, slip your brain in 
comfy jar for a couple of hours and settle in for 
some seriously heavy metal.

BELOVED 

(Network, PG, retail) 

Cuban director Humberto Solas’ 1983 drama is an 
odd blend of doomed romance story conventions 
and politics which focuses too much on the former 
to really convince in the latter stakes. 

In 1914, wealthy bourgeois wife Amada is trapped in 
a deeply unhappy marriage to her politically 
ambitious, unfaithful husband and manipulated by 
her blind mother until her simmering passions are 
given vent in a clandestine affair with her handsome, 
idealistic young cousin Marcial. 

He begs her to leave her stale life and run away with 
him to warm themselves in the heat of his 
romanticised anarchist passions but she can’t 
summon the courage to endure the ensuing scandal 


and the loss of her cosseted status. 

It’s a handsomely shot film but it’s beauty is only 
skin-deep and there are only so many scenes of 
unfulfilled longing and poignantly bittersweet 
assignations the viewer can take before it starts to 
drag and you want to throttle Amada for her self- 
regarding angst. 

She and her family, enriched by her late father’s 
successful slave-trading, clearly represent the old 
status quo of Cuba, locked in their own navel-gazing 
opulence as the unseen world outside the gates goes 
to Hell in a handcart laden with poverty and disease; 
Marcial offers a way for her to evolve but she clings 
so tightly to the old ways that her eventual decision 
to move on comes too late too be of any practical 
value. 

Similarly, the film’s big climax is an unexpected 
dollop of political significance which drops 
portentously from out of nowhere and so is robbed 
of any impact by all the trite Mills & Boon 
shenanigans which precede it.

THE TWELVE CHAIRS 

(Network, PG, retail) 

As far as political education in the guise of popular 
entertainment goes, this 1962 Cuban comedy by 
Tomas Gutierrez Alea is a far better bet. 

Hipolito is a previously wealth man adrift in post¬ 
revolutionary Cuba who learns from his aunt on her 
deathbed that she has hidden a small fortune in 
jewels inside one of 12 antique English chairs he 
used to own. 

What ensues is an engaging exercise in broad farce 
as Hipolito sets out to lay his hands on the wealth, 
enlisting the help of a former servant to track them 


down now that the personal property of the rich has 
been nationalised. 

Their quest is begun in greed but over the course of 
their mishaps and adventures, Hipolito and the 
audience are given a gentle re-education in socialist 
values by a good-natured, charming film which 
wouldn’t look out of place in the French or Italian 
new waves of those times.

THE LOST WORLD: THE COMPLETE 
SECOND SEASON 

(Liberation Entertainment, 12, retail) 

The John Landis co-produced series launched off 
from the novel by Sir Arthur Conan Doyle (although 
by now bearing virtually no resemblance to its 
source) understands well enough not to fix 
something that’s not broken. 

The Victorian adventurers led by Professor 
Challenger return for another 22 episodes across six 
discs of untaxing, formulaic but fun high adventure 
as they wage an unending struggle to survive on an 
isolated plateau where evolution has followed its 
own course, encountering all manner of cheap 
computer-generated dinosaurs, unlikely humanoid 
peoples, colourful tribes and a wealth of deadly flora 
and fauna. 

The show evidently has a handle on its target 
audience (at a guess, young teenage males?) and 
opts to let the action man characters take a bit more 
of a backseat for this series while increasingly 
foregrounding remarkably vivacious, pneumatic 
local girl Veronica (Jennifer O’Dell). Can’t argue with 
that logic.
